the 4CX1000A in the Collins 30S-1. Very good article. 
Drive power is less than 100 watts with 2600 volts 

on the plate. 

I have been told that if you want to run this tube 
effectively in GG that you need to push the plate voltage 
beyond 3500 volts. I think the article in CQ by Larry 
Kleber gives data for various plate voltages with the tube 
in GG service. I think that article is from the mid tp late

If you want good linerity from the 4-1000A it is best when cathode 
driven but requires a lot of drive in traditional GG operation. When 
proper screen and grid voltages are applied the drive requirements go 
down but stability suffers unless care is taken for neutralization. 
Stability can be enhanced greatly by grounding the screen, applying 
normal voltages and driving the cathode. This requires that the 
positive screen voltage be a chssis ground and the negative side be 
returned to the cathode (center tap of filiment winding). Collins 
utilizes this type of circuit for the 4CX1000 in the 30S1. 


All in all, I prefer the 4-1000A over the 3-1000 and even the 4CX1000 
for a variety of reasons, one of which is that they are usually much 
less expensive. Most of all, the 4-1000A is a much heftier tube than 
either of the others. It has more head room as far as dissipation and 
is much more forgiving for us older slow tunner uppers. I feel that 
only the newer 3CX800 etc come close to capabilities of this nobel fire 
bottle.

Please consider NOT running the 4-1000 in Grounded Grid. This tube wants 
very badly to have at least 4KV on the plate and requires a very minimum of 
130w to drive it properly in GG with an efficient matching circuit in the 
cathode. 


If you choose to put about +850 to +1000 VDC on the screen , you can use 
swamped grid, with about 200 ohms at 50 watts or so to make a really stable 
and very agressive amplifier. The drive will in the order of 70 watts 
average or so, most yacomwoods can manage this. The tube does not like 3000 
vde on the plate at all, it will appear sluggish and have a hard time 
delivering any sort of efficiency at all. 


The filaments wants a real honest 7.5 V RMS AC on the tube pins, it will 
draw 21 amps straight, if you insist on running GG with a choke - please 
make sure it really sees 7.5V RMS AC at the tube pins, life gets pretty 
short and brutish below about 7.2V. 


Tubes are easily good for 20000 to 40000 hours of service if from EIMAC.

Last night I picked up an old CQ magazine which has an article that 
might be of interest to the current thread about the AM filter in the 75A4 
(or 75A$). In the January 1964 issue is an article "A Wideband Filter for 


the 75A-4" by Wallace T. Thompson. 


"The existence of the 6 kc mechanical filter constitutes recognition of 
the desirable features of a wider passband. The difficulty is that the 
price of a mechanical filter is not commensurate with the need." 


He describes a circuit of three cascaded i.f£. tranformers that retains 
gain equal to the mechanical filters. The circuit has 1 mh r.f£. chokes to 
resonate the 100 mmf caps which are across the input and output of the 
mechanical filter socket at 455 kc. The unit is constructed ona 3 x 5 1/4 
minibox and uses a Vector P9D plug to go into the mechanical filter socket. 
The box is located in that blank area behind the PTO. 


Thompson writes; 


"The transformers may all be peaked at 455kc or slightly staggered for a 
flatter passband. Perhaps one might say it is as broad as some fraction of 
a barn door. In use it is a pleasure to have good quality audio from a.m. 
stations." 


I plan to construct one of these units and will let you know how it 
works out. I don't have a 6kc filter on my A4, it has all the c.w. filters 
loaded in it as it came from a "CW man's" shack. If you can't find this 
article in your library email me for a copy.

And well they should. Typical tolerances on ‘lytics are -20%, +100% 
and the usual in-stock intervals reflect the wide positive tolerance. 
Electrolytic condensers are *xnot*x precision parts and if you've got an 
application that demands close tolerance, it's best to use some other 
type. The good news is, most places where 'lytics were used originally 
don't call for super-close spec! 

In tube power supply applications, the factors of note are allowable 
ripple and inrush current. Assuming you need ‘em for such use, if the 
rectifer and transformer will take it, use 100mF; if they're right at the 
line for 60 mike, use 47mF and see (hear!) if it's adequate. 

If that doesn't suit, a couple of 100mF/250V jobs (and equalizing 
resistors!) would give you a calculated 50mF, nicely within 20% of 
nominal and probably closer in actual fact. 


But (and I want to stress this), if you need ‘em for a critical timing 
or audio-filtering application, you'll not be wanting electrolytics. 
They will be off a bit (or more) from the git-go and will get worse over 
time. (And this has been the bane of more than a few otherwise good 
full-auto key designs, both tube & later).

Howdy gang, 

Be it known, the G-G triodes such as the 3-400Z, 3-500Z, 3-1000Z 
are ALL derived from their tetrode counterparts. The 3-400Z started it 
all off as a modification of the 4-400A which was poplular as a 
grounded-grid amplifier. In fact, if the sockets are wired so that all 
the grid connections are grounded on a 3-400 or 3-500 amplifier, AND 
there is physical room for the added heigth, a 4-400A/B/C is a plug-in 
replacement in most instances! The 4-400 will idle at a slightly 


different current and will be harder to drive, but will work OK in most 
instances. 

IMHO, the 3-500Z is probably the "premier" tube for amateur 1 and 
2 KW input linear amplifier service. They are relatively (or were) 
cheap ( compared with the ceramic clan), are very rugged and tolerant of 
abuse, and relatively efficient.

Esteemed listmembers, 


a couple of days ago I was offered a receiver of the Hammarlund SuperPro 
variety by a gentleman who said he needed to clear out some shelf space in 
his attic. (When I accompanied him there I could sympathize with his 
problem!). To cut a long story short: he unearthed a true boatanchor of which 
he knew not much more than that it is a Hammarlund SuperPro. It is rather 
(well, extremely) dusty and just a little rusty here and there but should 
clean up nicely. A sturdy looking (and feeling) homebuilt power supply 
accompanied the SP. The receiver itself looks complete, the tuning mechanism, 
both the main tuning and the bandspread, work relatively smoothly, all tubes, 
IF cans, etc. are there. Only one knob, the audio volume, is non-original as 
far as I can see. There are no non-original holes in the front panel or the 
chassis. The only thing that looks like an "aftermarket upgrade" is a PL-259 
antenna connector at the rear. 


However, the most obvious item that is missing is the nameplate (or whatever 
you call it) on the front. There are four small holes where it used to be. 
Obviously I'd like to replace it, as well as find out exactly what type of SP 
it is that I have acquired. Being from Europe where these things are quite 
rare I'm not familiar with the Hammarlund receivers, other than what I've 
seen so far on the various websites with BA pictures. Actually, my receiver 
looks like the SP400 and the BC-779's featured on the Piexx Radio webpages 
(http://www. conknet.com/piexx/piexx/radios/radios.htm). Most of the knobs on 
my unit are like the SP400's except for two or three that look like the ones 


on the BC-779's. 


I hope some of the listmembers can tell me what to look for to determine 
which SP type I have. By the way, I only paid $25 (twenty-five) for this 
one and I'm sure going to try and restore it to working and cosmetically 
acceptable order! As soon as I know which version I have I'll probably ask 
the list to help me get documentation.

On Sunday, I took the family to the fb "USS Intrepid Air and Space Museum", 
on the Hudson River in NYC (12th Ave and 46th St., next to the passenger 
terminal). 


Well, to shorten a long story, I made only one positive BA sighting 

aboard the Intrepid (retired Essex class carrier), but it was 

a goodie! About 2 levels up in the island, in the Chart Room (aft of 

the bridge), on a table with some other assorted gear, was a beautiful 

clean R-390 flavor rcvr (too far away, inside the locked room, to see 
exactly), with gray front and both meters. It was in a nice 

cabinet that I had never seen before, but read about the next day on 

this list - large louvers, brushed stainless steel or aluminum construction. 
Looked like it was made to go with the receiver. Would be a VERY 

nice accessory to go along with one's R-390/A/391. 


There are several other vessels at this museum - a destroyer, another 
USN ship, a frigate I think, the USS Growler sub, Nantucket lightship 
(now THAT'S where I hope to find some BA's!), and some others. Will 
have to check them out the next time, especially because there is a 
disappointing lack of commo display on board the Intrepid, including 
among the numerous museum-style exhibits that fill the hangar deck. 


Even the Central Radio Room seemed devoid of BA gear that I could 
recognize - a few old Western Electric RTTY terminals, a wall full 
of patch-panel type gear that I couldn't recognize, and two tabletop 
units with hand held mics, that might have been VHF or perhaps even 
just intercoms. I am not especially informed about this stuff, tho. 


While some of the radar-type rooms had obvious BA radar test gear in them, 
it looked like it was just arranged on shelves for display, not for 
original function, which I assume would have been on an electronics 

bench. 


It's a shame that the commo displays were not really authentic. Can 
anyone explain the presence of an R-390 in the chart room? To copy 
WwWV for time sigs, perhaps? Or is that a fake also? 


Worth a return visit, or several. I hope that there's more BA gear to 
see on the other vessels.

Back home after a three wk job in Norfolk VA. As usual my non 
working time was spent looking for surplus/junk shops and used book stores 
that might have radio related "stuff" in need of a new home. I didn't come 
home empty handed. 

"The Bibliophile" on 21st street in Norfolk is a jumble of a 
bookstore where you have work your way through the "stacks" while keeping an 
eye on your footing. It has been a good hunting ground for radio texts and 
mil manuals. Terman, Henney, Radiotron, etc and Navy course manuals. You 
have to have time to root through the place but I've found something 
everytime I go there. 

On Granby St close to downtown Norfolk near 25th St there is an 
"Army Surplus" type store that is mostly uniforms and camp stuff. They have 
a stack of manuals inside the door that yielded a PRC-77 op manual and some 
Army tactical comm. pubs. Most of the stack was mil vehicle and weapons 
manuals. If you need a manual on portable sewage treatment equipment this is 
the place.

The 808 got bubl 
wrapped and shipped.

An R-391 is a 390 with a capability of having 8 preset frequencies. It does 
indeed have a motor that runs off anything from 12 to 28 volts DC. One notable 
difference in the front panel is the mc and kc knobs have a wing nut so that 
they can be locked after the frequency is selected. There is a small window that 
shows the channel number. Another difference is the channel selector knob which 
is the standard size 390 pointer knob type. Want to see one in the flesh? Visit 
my web page and look at the T-368. There is an R-390 and an SX-73 on top of the 
transmitter. I believe that all R-391 sets were made by Collins.

OK, I know the contract dates of '51 and '54. However, in looking at the 
final engineering report dated September 15, 1953 I noticed the following: 
R-390 No. 1 Jan. ‘51 


R-390 No. 2 Sept. ‘51 
R-390 No. 3 Feb. '52 
R-389 No. 1 Mar. ‘51 
R-389 No. 2 Feb. '52 
R-389 No. 3. May '52 


The final engineering report covering the prototypes wasn't released until 
Sept. 53, however the first cost reduction contract conference dealing with 
the R-390A was held July 16, 1953 and the final design conference for the 
R390A was held Oct. 26, 1954. 


In the absence other evidence, it seems likely that initial R-390 production 
wouldn't have begun any earlier than late '52, more likely later in '53. 
Does anyone know with certainty? 


And a related question: Were any of the Motorola R390's produced under the 
Collins '51 contract? The frequency turns counter in my '51 Collins R-390 
just happens to have two part numbers on it, one labelled Collins, one 
labelled Motorola. (I suppose it could have been replaced later, though.)
